Thorough Inquiry

In American Note 


MOSCOW lift—The United States 
has charged that the Soviet Union 
is holding American airmen from 
two—and * possibly more—downed 
U.S. planes. 
A note from the U.S. Embassy 
to the Soviet Foreign Ministry 
called on the Soviet gomernment to 
make a thorough investigation. It 
asked that the United States be in­ 
formed of progress as soon as pos­ 
sible.

went down in the Baltic Sea area 
April 8, 1950, and a U.S. Air Force

The note said the United States 
had been informed and was “com­

“It may well,be,” the note went 
on, “that the Soviet government 
has in its custody members of 
other United States aircraft, par­ 
ticularly crew members of aircraft 
engaged on behalf of the United 
Nations Command side of the mil 
itary action in Korea since 1950.” 
The note explained that the U.S. 
government for some time has re­ 
ceived information from persons 
freed from Soviet imprisonment 
that they had “conversed 
with, 
seen or heard reports” concern­ 
ing American airmen “in actual 
detention in the Sovie* Union.” 
The note continued: 
“The reports have now become 
so persistent and detailed, and so 
credible that, although the United 
States government is not able to 
identify by name these American 
nationals now detained by the So­ 
viet government, it requests the 
Soviet government to inform the 
United States government in de­ 
tail 
concerning 
each 
American 
military person who has been de­ 
tained in the Soviet Union at any 
time since Jan. I, 1949, of whom 
the United States government has 
not heretofore been informed. . 
The note declared that at least 
one airman believed to be from 
the Navy Privateer was reported 
seen at a camp near Taishet, in 
eastern Siberia, and at a collective 
farm in that area in 1950 and 1953 
Reports have been received, the 
note continued, that as many as 
eight Americans, also believed to 
be members of the 
Privateer 
crew, had been seen in the Vor­ 
kuta area in September 1950. 
Referring to the B29, the note 
said an officer believed to have 
been a member of its crew was 
reported seen in October 1953 in 
a hospital at Narionburg, north 
of Magadan near the crossing of 
the Kolyma River.

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A Gimmick Begins To Hull 


Involuntary r e t i r e m e n t schemes, which 
gained momentum after Congress embraced the 
idea of old-age insurance in the thirties, are 
coming under fire as experience accumulates. 
Both the federal security formulas and the 
formulas used in various pension plans adopted 
by employers, it is being pointed out, discrim­ 
inate against the middle-aged worker trying to 
find employment. 
Today there are more than 47 million Ameri­ 
cans over 45. By 1975, half the adult population 
will be over 45. Although the whole population 
has slightly more than doubled in this century, 
Americans over 45 have more than tripled. 
What was presented originally as a means of 
providing security in the twilight years has 
become in many instances a barrier to natural 
employment. 
The barrier has been erected by the arith­ 
metic of pension plans which put a premium 
on the services of younger men and women 
and a penalty on the services of still useful 
older men and women who from choice or 
necessity want to stay in 
the 
employment 
market. 
The gimmick built into social security and 
into many private pension 
plans, 
especially 
those that came into existence as the result 
of collective bargaining, is beginning to hurt. 
The gimmick was a deliberate policy of forc­ 
ing older workers out of the employment mar­ 
ket to make room for younger workers in a 
period of unemployment in the thirties. The 
policy was 
embodied 
in 
subsequent 
plans 
pushed into existence by industrial unions. 
The chief purpose of these plans was to ac­ 
celerate job turnover. Instead of being designed 
solely for the benefit of aging individuals, the 
plans were designed for their pet schemes by 
people with a passion for planning the lives 
of the "faceless masses.” 
The U.S. Labor Department 
is 
concerned 
about the disproportionately large 
unemploy­ 
ment rate among workers over 40. Many state 
departments are sharing this concern. And as 
the 45-and-over bloc continues to grow numeri­ 
cally, politicians will share the concern. 
The sociological and economic planners who 
thought they knew what would be good for 
other people’s lives are being challenged on 
their basic premise—that Americans do 
not 
have a free choice to work as long as they 
have something to offer that an employer is 
willing to buy. 


End Of The Circus 


John Ringling North’s announcement that the 
"greatest show on earth” is folding its tents 
and will be seen no more, except in a modi­ 
fied version next year as a roadshow in per­ 
manent arenas, will lose a torrent of nostalgia. 
All of us who were boys and girls when 
the traveling circus came to town in the morn­ 
ing, set up on the circus lot in time for the 
matinee and rumbled back aboard the train 
after the evening performace have nostalgia 
to spare. But we knew even as children there 
was something wrong with circus economics. 
They didn’t add up. 
Too much had to be left to luck .in weather 
and popular mood. 
It will be tempting for some to believe the 
"greatest show” was knocked out by its trouble 
with unions, but union trouble by itself would 
not have delivered the final blow Behind the 
color and glitter, the sounds and smells and 
the blood-tingling drama of the circus there 
always was the threat of financial ruin if 
things didn’t break right. 
They didn’t break right in 1956. 


Mutual Mistrust 


Little will be said or written about mutual 
mistrust on the first anniversary of the Geneva 
Conference—the "meeting 
at 
the 
summit” 
which highlighted diplomacy in 1955 
It will be pointed out by speakers and writers 
that the "spirit of Geneva” isn’t what it was 
cracked up to be and blame will be placed on 
the Soviet Union for failure to create the "indis­ 
pensable conditions for a secure peace ” 
In other words, it will be blamed on the 
Russians that the good feeling which burgeoned 
a year ago, beginning July 18. was nipped in 
the bud—and from the U.S. point of view that 
is what happened. 
But there are two points of view on these 
matters. From the Russian point of view, some­ 
thing happened, too. Americans made it plain 
they did not trust the new men in the Kremlin 
any further than they could throw Bulganin 
and 
Khrushchev 
tied 
together. 
Moreover, 
Americans made it plain there was no hope 
of redemption. The political heirs of Stalin 
learned they could not live down their heritage, 
which may explain why they have been trying 
to disown themselves by criticizing Stalin as a 
despot and a betrayer of Marxism. 
There has been disenchantment on their part, 
too. The blank place in diplomacy always has 
been the other nation’s psychology—an under­ 
standing of its motives, handicaps and prob­ 
lems. 
The "summit meeting” at Geneva a year ago 
proved only one thing conclusively—that the 
United States and the Soviet Union are a world 
apart and must stay that way until something 
makes it possible for them to irust each other.

At any rate. President Eisen­ 
hower is willing to run for a second 
term, despite his heart and his 
ileum, and his running mate will 
be Richard Nixon. The Republi­ 
cans expect to win this election 
and they probably will, although 
no election can possibly be a fore­ 
gone conclusion. 


THE DEMOCRATS made a grie­ 
vous error in making such a fuss 
about Ike’s health. Any man can 
get sick and most men do when 
they pass their sixtieth birthday, 
as nature then makes a few physi­ 
cal adjustments which may slow 
up the body as the mind reaches 
maturity. 
Some people’s minds remain ju­ 
venile forever which may have 
some advantage but an immature 
person does not belong in the presi­ 
dency. It must be assumed that 
Mr. Eisenhower knows what he is 
doing, because it is unbelievable 
that a man of his training would 
risk his country for the pride of 
a second term. 
The Democrats are still faced 
by the quandary as to whether 
there is a Democrat who can de­ 
feat Mr. Eisenhower. 
It was hoped by some Demo­ 
crats that they could make an is­ 
sue of the President’s health, but 
that failed because it ran counter 
to good taste and only irritated 
many persons who felt sorry for 
the 
President. 
When 
somebody 
stooped to bring in the evidence 
of a hand-writing expert, the whole 
business became ludicruous. 


SO HARRY TRUMAN advised 
the Democrats to drop the dis­ 
cussion about Ike’s health and to 
go in for attacking the special in­ 
terests, which in this administra­ 
tion has come to mean, more or 
less. General Motors. 
The attorney general countered 
by bringing an anti-trust action 


against General Motors 
on 
the 
subject of buses. Such an action 
takes years, if it is pursued avid­ 
ly. The probability is that it will 
be solved by a consent decree 
which will in no way affect the 
net earnings of General Motors. 
Attacking the special interests is 
good sport in bad times, because 
ti en everything that is prosperous 
is a special 
interest. 
In 
good 
times, most people are concerned 
with making more 
dollars 
and 
making them go farther. 
Times are these days pretty 
good, except for 
a 
few 
spotty 
places. If conditions remain good 
up to Election Day, the special in­ 
terests argument will not affect 
too many votes. 


ACTUALLY, I think most politi­ 
cians are wondering what the is­ 
sue of the 1956 campaign can be. 
Certainly it will not be the foreign 
policy. Except for a few interna­ 
tionalist extremists on the Demo­ 
cratic side, and few isolationist 
extremists on the Republican side, 
the bulk of both parties favor the 
same policy which started with 
Harry Hopkins in the time 
of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and has con­ 
tinued right through the Eisenhow­ 
er administration. Neither side can 
attack the other on this subject. 
On the domestic side, the Demo­ 
crats cannot attack the Republi­ 
cans for the national debt or high 
taxes because it all started with 
the Democrats and continued with 
the Republicans. The tariff can­ 
not be an issue because the Re­ 
publicans got lower tariff rates 
than the Democrats. Maybe im­ 
migration could be developed in­ 
to something to quarrel about, but 
surely no big city Democrat is 
prepared to oppose the Eisenhower 
ideas on liberalization of the Mc- 
Carran-Walter Act and the Ref­ 
ugee Relief Act. Business, farm­ 
ers. labor all get direct or indirect 
subsidies and got them in the time 
of Roosevelt and Truman as well 
as Eisenhower. 


THEREFORE, what is there to 
campaign 
about? 
Personalities? 
Ike’s health or his golf record; 
Stevenson’s sartorial get-up; Nix­ 
on’s fitness to be president should 
Ike die?

Housing Battle Will Rage Until Session Closes 
By James Free 


WASHINGTON 
The annual not-so-cold war be­ 
tween the Republican administra­ 
tion a n d the Democratically- 
controlled Congress over the hous­ 
ing program is on. It will con­ 
tinue right to the closing days of 
this session. Here is what has 
happened so far; 
The Senate passed a housing 
bill on May 24 that was more 
"liberal” in many ways than the 
Republican administration h a d 
asked for. Democrats put in 
a 
five-year farm housing program, 
a new program of housing for 
elderly persons, 135,000 units of 
public 
housing 
instead 
of 
the 
Eisenhower request for 35,000 — 
and there were a number of other 
provisions on which the adminis­ 
tration frowned. 


LATE LAST MONTH the House 
Banking and Currency Committee 
reported out a bill much like the 
Senate bill, except that the num­ 
ber of public housing units was 
reduced to 50,000—still more than 
the administration wanted. 
Solid Republican opposition in 
the House Rules Committee, aided 
by the votes 
of 
two 
southern 
Democratic conservatives — Reps. 
Howard Smith and William Colm- 
er tabled the House bill on June 
29. It was put on the shelf until 
such time as the Democratic lead­ 
ers would agree to take out the 
"liberal” parts that the adminis­ 
tration does not like. 
The GOP position is spelled out 
by President Eisenhower, Housing 
Administrator 
Albert 
Cole 
and 
others who have pleaded for 
a 
housing bill that would leave out 
much that is in the Democratic 
proposed program for 1956-57. 
Administration spokesmen point­ 
edly omit appeals for public hous­ 
ing, farm housing, or housing for 
the elderly They call for approval 
of Federal Housing Administration 
insured loans and for the military 
housing part of the bill. 


CHAIRMAN ALBERT R WNS of 
the House housing subcommittee 
forecasts the tug-o'-war over the 
housing program will wind up like 
this: 
The GOP soon will nut in a sub­ 
stitute bill covering that part of 
the 
Democratic 
hill 
that 
thev 
want. Since the Republicans, with 
the help of Reps. Smith and Coinf­ 
er, can keep on blocking the 
Democratic bill in the House. Rep. 
Rains thinks the house will be 
forced to accept a final bill pretty 
close to what the administration 
wants. 
"But.” 
says 
the 
Alabamian. 
"The Senate passed t h e Demo­ 
cratic bill by an 
overwhelming 
vote. And the House 
conferees 
from the Banking and Currency 
Committee favor the Senate bill 
over the administration bill that 
will be jammed through the House. 
So the Senate-House conferee will 
agree on the Senate bill. And in 
the closing days the House and 
the administration, will have its 
choice of the Senate (Democratic) : 
bill or nothing. 
"I think 
they 
will 
take 
the 
Democratic bill, too. even though 
they won’t care for much of it. 
For. after all. there are millions 
of dollars in housing loan authori­ 
ty tied up in this bill along with 
military housing and other vital 
programs.” 


IN A FLOOR SPEECH the oth­ 
er day, Sen. 
Sparkman 
served 


notice that Senate Democrats will | 
fight against any attempt to water 
down the bill passed by the Sen­ 
ate. He said he would oppose any 
“barebones” or "piecemeal” hous­ 
ing bill—an obvious reference to 
the substitute bill the Republicans 
will introduce in the House any 
day now. Sen. Sparkman is chair­ 
man of the Senate housing sub­ 
committee. 


Something fairly close to what 
Chairman Rains predicts for this 
year 
happened 
in 
Congress in 
1955. The same GOP-conservative 
Democratic team bottled up the 
Democratic bill in the House Rules 
Committee for the better part of 
six weeks. And, in the end, the 
final product was much closer to 
the Senate bill than the House 
bill.

Time and the free press make 
practically impossible at diplomat­ 
ic parties in Washington the ex­ 
cessive drinking that marked the 
Kremlin party last June 24 
Any U.S. government official who 
got as drunk as Communist Party 
Boss Nikita S. Khrushchev appar­ 
ently did in Moscow would be 
kicked out of government service 
as a "security risk.”

Victor Purse, ass’stant chief of 
protocol for the State Department, 
says: 
There just isn’t time to get tipsy. 
Take a diplomatic dinner, for in­ 
stance. They follow a set timing. 
Everyone 
arrives at

door 
promptly at 8 p m You get one, 
maybe two cocktails. Dinner is 
served at 8:20 p. rn. Wines are 
sipped with the food. After dinner, 
you get liqueur. By ll p.m., the 
highest ranking diplomat takes off 
for bed and the party breaks up. 
As one party-goer put it: 
"Washington is an early-to-bed 
town.” 
Even at functions at the Russian 
embassy 
there 
are 
no 
vodka- 
binges. At the last such party, 
Ambassador Zaroubin had brandy 
rather than vodka in his glass and 
was draining it slowly. 
The last time there was chatter 
about a Cabinet level official of 
the U.S. government getting to o 
much to drink in public was some 
seven years ago. And it reported­ 
ly happened at a meeting in Paris, 
not in Washington. 
Another deterring factor to heavy 
drinking is the presence at all im­ 
portant receptions of members of 
the press. Officials dislike having 
their staggers reported to the peo­ 
ple back home, so they make sure 
they keep straight. Besides Wash­ 
ington receptions are such milling- 
and-pushing affairs that holding a 
drink takes steady, sober nerves. 
Occasionally members of Con­ 
gress will give a private party, usu­ 
ally to celebrate the birthday of 
one of the lawmakers, at which 
enough sometimes is imbibed to 
mellow the barbershop harmony. 
No secrets, however, have e v e r 
been spilled at such gatherings. 
The House has a rule barring al­ 
cohol 
from 
committee 
rooms, 
where most of the parties take 
place, but it is not strictly en­ 
forced.

Show Retail 
Sales Boom 


26.9 Per Cent 
Increase Reflected 
In Chamber Survey 


Retail sales in East Liverpool 
boomed during June, if sales tax 
receipts are an accurate baromet­ 
er. 
The Chamber of Commerce’s 
monthly business survey showed 
sales tax receipts last month to­ 
taled $85,190, a gain of 26 9 per 
cent over the $67,120 for May. It 
brought the total receipts for the 
first half of the year to $352,672.

for the first half of 1955 
Despite a slump of 4 9 per cent 
in employment in IO factories, the 
industrial payroll registered a gain 
of i5.8 per cent, apparently be­ 
cause many potteries issued their 
vacation pay.

“ I don’t deny having told them 
off,” said Alston, “but it’s all 
greatly exaggerated and out of 
proportion. As far as the team is 
concerned nothing has been said 
"ibout it since. But the papers 
have been making a big thing out 
of it.” 
“Stories like that usually get a 
big play,” Alston said, “but when 
I go around giving players credit 
and trying to build up their con­ 
fidence, no one ever hears about 
it. 
“We were going bad and I just 
wanted to try something else, so 
I held a little meeting,” he con­ 
tinued. “On too many occasions 
our pitchers have had an 0-2 count 
on a batter and on the next pitch 
the ball goes sailing out of the 
park. 
“That’s not good baseball, but 
I don’t go around raising a lot of 
hell. 
They can 
make mistakes 
just like I can make mistakes. 
And when an 0-2 pitch goes over 
the fence, a major league pitcher 
should know he’s made a mistake, 
don’t have to tell him,” Alston 
added. 
Alston knows he has problems 
with Brooklyn in third place, five 
games out of first, but he still 
has confidence the Dodgers will 
repeat as champions. 
“We’re not playing good ball 
and we’re crippled up with (Ran­ 
dy) Jackson and Jackie Robinson 
injured. But still this club can 
play better and hit better,” he 
said. 
“We have .300 hitters and they’ll 
still hit .300, so I’m looking for 
a better second half.

Man-Made Hazards Balk 
Seafaring Oil Hunters * 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW ORLEANS UP) — The sea­ 
faring oil hunter struggles to keep 
going 
today 
against 
man-made 
hazards that some call worse than 
the natural ones. 
But the prize under the tide­ 
lands of the Gulf of Mexico and 
along the coast of California is too 
rich, the rate of discovery too 
much higher than on dry land, to 
let the quest for oil halt entirely, 
if that can be helped 
The man-made hazards are: a 
steel strike that pinched tight pipe 
supplies to a trickle: squabbles 
between federal and state govern­ 
ments over who owns how much 
of the submerged lands — and 
even over where the coast line 
actually is; discussions between 
the governments and the oil com­ 
panies on how much more land 
shall be leased, for how much, 
how operations shall be regulated, 
and who gets how much tax mon­ 
ey 
While Louisiana and the U. S. 
Interior Department, under U. S. 
Supreme Court direction, discuss 
terms on just where the state’s 
territorial waters end and Uncle 
Sam’s 
jurisdiction 
begins, 
and 
while California perfects its leas­ 
ing plans, oil companies hunt for 
pipe to. keep on with such drilling 
as they are now permitted. 
This includes drilling already un­ 
der way by 19 rigs in the disputed 
area off the Louisiana coast. New 
leasing and n e w drilling * starts 
there were enjoined by the court 
In all zones some 80 rigs-were 
operating in mid July. 
Some of the big companies are 
believed to have enough pipe on 
hand to keep going for a while, 
although 
over-all 
supplies have 
been tight since thfe war. 
Oil wells already producing for 
miles out into the gulf weren’t hit 
by the strike—them casings are 
already in place. Some 676 wells 
now produce 112,000 barrels of 
crude oil a day. 
The last time Louisiana leased 
submerged land, July 12, 1955, it 
granted 94 leases, covering 252,- 
806 acres, for $100,091,262, or an 
average of around $395 an acre. 
This quickly runs into money. 
Two 
subsidiaries 
of 
California 
Standard Oil have spent 55 mil­ 
lion dollars for rights to 200.000 
acres off the Louisiana and Texas 
shores, and now produce around 
38,400 barrels 0a day. It also has 
a million dollar lease on 744,000 
acres off Florida, and awaits the 
go sign in California. 
Leases aren’t 
the only things 
that come high. Drilling barges— 
some of them portable islands 190 
feet long, 150 feet wide and 12 
feet thick, and designed to oper­ 
ate the year around and outride 
fierce storms—hold bO to 90 men 


'who stay on them for weeks at a 
time. 
Both the barges and the 
workers are expensive items, the 
men because high skills are re­ 
quired and premium pay needed 
! to attract them to the confining 
jobs.

City To Use 
Humane Society 
Shelter For Dogs 


Council Monday night accepted 
an offer under which the city will 
house stray dogs at the East Liv­ 
erpool Humane Society’s shelter on 
California Hollow, rather than the 
small municipal pound near t h e 
incinerator plant. 
Under the agreement, proposed 
as a six-month trial by the Hu­ 
mane Society, the city will pay 
the bills for operation of the ani­ 
mal shelter. 
The offer was made in a letter 
from William Rogers, president 
of the Humane Society. 
He said dogs will be fed and at­ 
tended by Dog Warden O. E. Scott, 
who also is a member of the so­ 
ciety. 
» 
As part of the agreement, he 
stipulated: No dogs will be taken 
out of town for vivesection; cap­ 
tured strays will be held for six 
days instead of the usual three; 
the animals will be fed at least 
once daily, pups more often; the 
city will pay the bill for feed, in­ 
cluding animals kept there by the 
Humane Society; the area will be 
kept clean; dogs will be housed in 
square wooden boxes, rather than 
barrels, and dogs must be de­ 
stroyed humanely—by injection of 
a quick-acting drug. 
Backing the offer, Safety - Ser 
vice Director William C. Heasley 
said the society’s shelter can house 
25 dogs, compared with 9 at the 
city’s small brick pound But, he 
added, there is only $16 left in the 
city’s dog pound fund.

COLUMBUS, Ohio

dam is broken,” State Liquor Di­ 
rector William C. Bryant declared 
today. He was announcing the first 
issue of liquor permits in Ohio 
since the removal of “freeze” reg­ 
ulations. 
One of the first permits to be 
issued is on an application pend­ 
ing 
since Sept. 
ll, 
1947, 
said 
Bryant, adding that new permits 
will follow in increasing numbers. 
Five other permits being issued 
today are on applications pending 
since 1948. A l t o g e t h e r , said 
Bryant, 25 applications are on 
hand from 1947 and IOO from 1948. 
The first six permits include 
three to municipalities and three 
to rural areas. The municipalities 
•re Cambridge, Independence and 
Chauncey. The rural areas are in 
Wayne 
Township 
near 
Dayton, 
Reed Township in Seneca County 
and Bath Township near Lima. 
An Ohio Supreme Court ruling 
last March 21 said the 1949 freeze 
regulation by the State Liquor De­ 
partment failed to take into con­ 
sideration population growth and 
shifts. Bryant said the first six 
permits to be issued will be based 
on the 1950 census. 
He said 1956 population esti­ 
mates, on which future issues will 
be based, will be available in 
about a week. 
“That will really open the flood­ 
gate.” Bryant said. 
At present, 
he 
said, 
approxi­ 
mately 4,300 applications are on 
file for various types of retail per­ 
mits. 
“ Growth in population and shift­ 
ing population have given rise to 
the need for a small number of 
additional liquor permits, but we 
would very much deplore having 
to issue the maximum permitted 
under the statute—between five 
and six thousand liquor permits,” 
Bryant said. 
He added that the Perm it Divi­ 


sion has been instructed to investi­ 
gate thoroughly and to “ scrutinize 
with an eagle eye” every appli­ 
cation which is on file. 
“We have no choice but to follow 
the law as interpreted by the 
courts 
and 
the 
regulations * as 
adopted by the Board of Liquor 
Control” Bryant commented. “ Our 
best efforts will be exerted within 
the authority vested in us to pre­ 
vent this from developing into a 
flood.”
